in Practice Dash. 


Baltimore, 
rino, the Italian automobile driver, was in- 
stantly killed on Pimlico race track thieeven- 
ing. He had been preparing for races in 
which he was to have taken part tomorrow 
and was mdking some fast miles. One had 
just been finished in :51 and he had passed the 
grand stand and roundec the first corner of 
the track when spectators saw his car shoot 
into the air and turn a regular somersault, 
landing on the track upsidedown. 

Those who rushed to the spot found Ced- 
rino stretched upon his back dead, with a 
horrible gash in the back of his head. He 
was some distance from the car, from which 
he had apparently been thrown as it went 
over and It is supposed that his head struck 
the fence. Dr. Herbert Schoenrich, who was 
watching the practice spins, reached Ced- 
rino’s side almost before the dust of the acci- 
dent had cleared away. He found that the 
occipital bone had been torn out entirely and 
that a large portion of the brain was also 
missing. 

Wooden Wheel Gives Way. 

The accident appears to have been caused 
by the collapse of the front wheel on the 
right hand side of the car. It was a wooden 
wheel and small fragments of it were all 
that could be found after the accident. The 
tire was found practically intact. The ma- 
ehine wae totally wrecked. 

Cedrino arrived here yesterday and be- 
lieved himself as sure to break the records 
from one to twenty-five miles. Earlier in 
the afternoon he had made a circuit of the 
track in 56 seconds. When he brought out 
his car for his final work ior the day he 
said to the promoter of the races that he 
liked the track and particularly the turns, 
and that he would make a mile in 50 seconds. 
He made three or four cireuits of the track, 
each faster than the preceding oné, and at 
the time of the accident was probably going 
at the rate of a mile in 50 seconds. 


Car Has Run 3,000 Miles. 

The car, which is now fit only for the scrap 
heap, was the one in which he made all his 
records and was designed by Cedrino himself 
in 1906. He stated recently that it had been 
run 3,000 miles without material repairs, and 
it is supposed that the wheel that failed had 
suffered by this use more than was apparent. 
It is known that the engine was in perfect 
condition when the car was brought on the 
track for the last time. 

E. Cedrino was an Italian, and several 
years before his début in the United States 
as an expert driver in automobile races was 
chauffeur to Queen Helena of Italy. His first 
entry in this country in a competitive event 
was in the Eagle Rock hill climb in 1904. 
On Aug. 22, 1905, he made @ new world's track 
record of 58 minutes 1445 seconds for fifty 
miles at Long Branch.

First Time in Municipal Court Jurist 
Has Used Police Power. 


The distinction of being the first man to be 
arrested in Chicago by a municipal court 
judge fell yesterday to the lot of Conrad J. 
Bodding, 1181 Maple Square avenue, who 
was ejected from a Northwestern elevated 
train and taken to the Sheffield avenue po- 
lice station by Judge John C. Scovel. 

The juriet made still further use of his 
police power by. causing the arrest of a 
second man, who gave his name as H. Bar- 
thold, who interfered with him while he 
wae handling his first prisoner. 

Judge Scovel was a passenger on a crowded 
Evanston express train abouté6 o’clock. He 
was reading a newspaper when his atten- 
tion was attracted by an intoxicated man 
who staggered about the car and bumped 
into other passengers who were standing 
beside him. As the train swung around a 
curve the man collapsed in the laps of two 
women. 

Would Tweak Judge’s Nose. 

He was pushed out into the aisle again and 
turned angrily to strike at a man who ‘spoke 
to him. Judge Scovel made the remark that 
he should be ejected from the car and Bod- 
ding turned toward him. He threatened to 
tweak the jurist’s nose. 

The train had drawn into the Fullerton 
avenue station, and as it stopped Judge 
Scovel left his seat. 

“Tl am as officer of the law and you are 
under arrest,’’ he said to Bodding, at the 
same time seizing his wrist. 

Barthold, a large man who seemed to be a 
friend of Bodding’s, stepped forward then, 
and, grabbing the judge, broke his hold on 
the prisoner's wrist. 

“To —— with the officer of the law,” Bar- 
thold said. 

“tf you don’t keep quiet I'll arrest you, 
too,” was the cool assertion of the jurist po- 
liceman, as he again took hold of Bodding 
and started him out of the car. 


Declines Offers of Help. 

One or two men offered assistance to Judge 
Scovel, which he declined as unnecessary. 
Barthold followed down the platform, mak- 
ing threats. He kept close at the judge's 
heels as he led Bodding toward the station. 
but went into a saloon before Diversey 
boulevard was reached. 

The judge took kis prisoner before the 
desk sergeant, signed the complaint against 
him, and saw him “ booked ”’ for disorderly 
conduct. He also filed a complaint against 
Barthold for interfering with an officer, and 
when that offender appeared at the station 
a short time later he was arrested. 

Both men obtained bondsmen. They will 
be arraigned Monday at 2 o'clock with Judge 
Scovel as the complaining witness.

The city is now using 4,000 hore 
power of the canal current for night sery- 
ice, and within ten days will be taking 7,000 
horse power. 


Outlook for Coming Year. 

“Tf as much money should be expended 
on the municipal lighting plant during the 
year 1908 as was expended during 1907, the 
city would, at the end of the year, probably 
be taking all the power for night service 
that the sanitary digtrict could or would 
allow. This service ts for eight hours in the 
summer and fourteen hours in the winter, 
so that practically all the power the dis- 
trict will have to sell will be during the day- 
time, and the time will vary from ten te 
sixteen hours per day. 

‘The city may later decide to build a few 
supplementary electrically operated pump- 
ing stations to operate during the time of the 
maximum use of water, and; if so, will be 
able to take nearly all the power allowed it 
for twenty-four hours a day, and in that 
event the district would heve practically no 
power to sell for commercial use im Chicago.

“Policy of the Department.”’ 

_™ During the last two years Iz has been the 
policy of this department to reduce the pres- 
sure on the street lighting circuits and to do 
everything practicable to reduce the danger 
from electrical circuits. Also it has been the 
policy of the city for some time to under- 
ground wires as fast as practicable. The 
present policy of the sanitary district is in 
direct opposition to this. The danger to life 
from electrical circuits should not be over- 
looked. There have been over seventy per- 
sone killed in thia city during the last seven 
years from high potentiona!l wires and ap- 
paratus, and the spreading of 12.000 volt 
aerial transmission lines through the city, 
as they are being spread by the sanitary dis- 
trict officials, will certainly not decrease the 
death rate.” 

Shows Power Available. 

Accompanying the report was a table show- 
ing approximately the electrical horse power 
available in Chicago from all sources, as 
follows:

Mr. Carroll also showed the locations of the 
city’s conduits containing more than two 
ducts, these being available, under certain 
conditions, for drainage district wires and 
conduits containing less than three ducts. 


Wire Space Too Small. 

“None of the city conduits,’ said the re- 
port, “‘was built for joint occupancy with 
other corporations, and only the systems 
having more than two ducts and built in 
recent years are fit for joint use, thee man- 
holes being too small for heavy cables. It 
has, therefore. been the policy of the city, as 
well as the policy of other large electric cor- 
porations, to keep the underground work 
as much apart as practicable. 

“Nearly all the city pole routes which 
have not been rebuilt as joint lines by the 
Commonwealth Edison company or the Chi- 
cago Telephone company were built to ac- 
commodate from one to six smal! wires and 
are unfit to carry heavy feed wires, and 
would have to be rebuilt as joint lines if used 
by the sanitary district. A great many of 
these poles have been set on streets where 
the property owners’ and aldermanic consent 
was obtained on the representation that the 
poles were to be used for street lighting only 
and that only from one to two No. 6 wires 
would be maintained on them. 


Points Danger of Crowding. 


“A large part of the city’s pole lines and 
conduit systems were built for the use of the 
fire and police alarm systems. and I try to 
keep the fire and police wires as far as possi- 
ble from high potential! circuits, and I would 
not approve any plan which provides that 
high potential wires should occupy the same 
pole lines with the fire and police wires on 
account of the danger during wind and sleet 
storms. 

“ With suitable ements it might be 
edvisable to allow the sanitary district cables 
to be placed in some of the unoccupied ducts 
shown on the map, but the size and kind of 
cables, thickness and quality of insulation 
voltage and current carried, and al! other 
essential qualifications of the insulation, to- 
gether with the work of placing and main- 


taining them, should be subject to the ap- 


proval and supervision of the city electrician, 
and the district should pay to the city its 
i roportionate cost of the conduit used im- 
mediately upon beginning its use, and an- 
nually thereafter its proportionate cost of the 
maintenance of the conduit so used. The 
same rules should apply to the joint use of 
pole lines.”’ 


Offers Gratuitous Advice. 

Then Mr. Carroll gives the sanitary dis- 
trict some gratuitous advice. He refers to 
@ small district, four square miles, shaded 
in pink, on his map. as follows: : 

“The small section of the city bounded 
by Twenty-second street and Blue Island 
avenue on the north, the Chicago river on 
the south and east, and Western avenue on 
the west is shown merely as an indication 
of the area in which it might be possible to 
sell 16,000 electrical horse power, provided 
the price and continulty of service were sat- 
isfactory. In this district I am informed 
that reaper works, planing mills, and other 
manufacturing concerns use about 20,000 me- 
chanical horse power dally. 

“As I understand the subject, it was the 
intent of the law requiring frontage consents 
to prevent just such work as the district 
officials have been doing and wish to con- 
tinue, such as setting poles and stringing 
wires in front of property which is not ben- 
efited in any way. For example, the poles 
and 12,000 volt wires placed in Western ave- 
nue from the canal to Eighty-seventh street 
do not benefit the Western avenue property 
owners so that they can notice jt, but prob- 
ably does help the town of Morgan Park 
and a few manufacturers east of Western 
avenue. This part of the subject is not ap- 
preciated by the citizen whose property is 
not affected, but is by the property owner 
in front of whose houses the poles have been 
get or are to be set.”’ 

The recommendation from Electrician Car- 
roll that the sanitary district restrict its 
efforts to furnish power to a smal] territory 
not far from the drainage canal found favor 
with a good many of the committee, judging 
from the talk. Eleven aldermen were pres- 
ent, and they said they agreed with the 
statement made by Ald. Foreman. 


District’s Attorney. Not Discouraged. 


When the news of the “ concessions" was 
taken over to the headquarters of the sani- 
tary district, John C. Williams, attorney for 
the board sald: 

“ Apparently the committee has granted 
some substantial concessions. The method 
of application appears cumbersome, but if 
the city is in earnest in its desire to codperate 
with thé sanitary district it may work out all 
right.” 

“What about the suggestion to limit the 
supplying of electric power to a small terri- 
tory in the west?’ , 

“It would be more economical, if possible,” 
was the reply, “ but what would you say if 
you heard that the Commdnwealth Edison 
company had secured all the contracts for 
geveral years in advance in the territory 
mentioned ?’’ 

Mr. Williams said he expected to receive

HOPES FOR PEACE 

Congressman Now Regarded 

as Being Outside Repub- 
_. liean Organization." ~ 


WAR OF EXTERMINATION. 


Majority in County Committee 
Will Seek to Wipe Out Minor- 
ity So Far as Possible. 


Congressman William Lorimer at last has 
succeeded in destroying all chances of peace 
in the republican organization. Mayor Busee, 
John J. Hanberg, Postmaster Campbell, and 
other committeemen have been clinging to a 
forlorn hope that apart from the differences 
on the governorship the organization men 
might stick together. 

They have abandoned this hope. Lorimer 
and Fred Blount, once close political asso- 
clates, are political enemies now. Mayor 
Busse and the congressman, while never 
particularly trustful of each other, managed 
to work together. but now aré at outs, and a 
straightaway primary fight is-on. 

Mr. Lorimer from now on will be regarded 
as being outside the organization. Another 
republican will be recognized as representing 
hig territory. If Judge Willard M. McEwen, 
Carporation Counse] Edward J. Brundage, 
City Collector Ernest Magerstadt, William 
Céoke, and other committeemen wish to fol- 
low Mr.’ Lorimer they will be regarded as 
outside of the organization ‘and’ other mén 
will be selected to represent their territory. 

‘The Lorimer branch of the party at least 
has the eatisfaction of knowing that the 
majority in the county committee has waxed 
exceeding wroth, and Mr. Lorimer has the 
satisfaction of knowing that he chiefly is the 


cause. . 

| Expect Opposition Slate. 

He is expected to put up a full slate of 
county candidates in opposition to the organ- 
ization candidates, although his friencs say 
this is. no part of their plans. The county 
organization is expecting such a fight will 
result from the impending break up, and it is 
proposed to make it one for the extermination 
of tne minority so far as possibile under the 
new primary lew. 

Unail the meeting of the county committee 
next week the organizaticn men will have no 
way of knowing exactly who their enemies 
are. At this meeting the various committee- 
men are to be given the opportunity of ex- 
plaining just where they stand.

In addition to Mr. Lorimer, Willlam J. 
Cooke of the Ninth. W. B. Burke of the 
Tenth, and Fred Lundin of the Thirty-fifth 
are regarded as committed to the Lorimer 
cause. 

Look for Faction Fighting. 

All tndications point to a renewal of the 
faction fighting which has marked the pri- 
maries of the local republicans for the last 
four years, with the exception that this time 
the factions are fighting for votes and not 
for delegates. Lorimer goes into the strug- 
gle with depleted ranks. Two years ago Fred 
Blount walked out of the pre-primary caucus 
along with Lorimer and aided him in the pri- 
mary itself. . 

This year Blount and Lorimer are farther 
apart than are any two comenitteemen in the 
organization and Lorimer is aiding W. J. 
Moxley in the attempt to put Blount out of 
politics for good and all in Chicago. Blount 
is with the major organization this time 
largely because of Mayor Busse’s influence, 
and the mayor is not thinking sweet thoughts 
of Mr. Lorimer: 

Mr. Lorimer is credited, whether correctly 
or incorrectly, with the intention of “ ruling 
or ruining "’ the republican organization both 
in the county and the state. His opponents 
are convinced that: he would purchase a 
shakeup in the present organization even if 


the price had to be a democratic governor and | 


a house full of democratic office holders in 
Cook county. 

Mayor Busse fs not an enthusiastic sup- 
porter of Gov. Deneen, although now firmly 
allied with him for political reasons, but 
Lorimer and his associates are said to be so 
rabidly anti-Deneen as to prefer the success 
of the democratic tickets both fn the state 
and county to the reélection of the present 
governor. This does not suit the organiza- 
tion men, however little they may care for 
the governor personally. They have no de- 
sive to further the slaughter of the entire re- 
publican organization merely to aid such a 
program. Hence the sudden uprising against 
Lorimer and his people and the sudden call- 
ing of the county central] committee to find 
out where the enemies are and plan the at- 
tack on them. 

Democrats Also Have Troubles. 


The democrats are having almost as much 
trouble with their slate making as the repub- 
licans. ‘The committee of sixteen from the 
county central committee met again in the 
afternoon and practically decided “ what's 
the use."” The members read the resolution 
adopted by the county committee when they 
were appointed and discovered that they 
were authorized merely to recommend a plan 
by which high grade candidates could be ob- 
tained for the different offices. 

This does not suit the ambitious nature of 
the committee. The members are politicians 
of the practical variety. What they want to 
do is to slate the candidates. They don’t care 
much about methods. What they want is to 
get their candidates on the ticket and they 
are tired of trying to hold a caucus which 
will not be a caucus. They decided to refer 
the matter back to the full committee and 
ask for further authority. 

Gov. Deneen was in Chicago yesterday and 
will be at his headquarters in the Grand Pa- 
cific hotel today. In the afternoon he met 
Charles Vail, Roy O. Weet, and B. A. Eck- 
hart and made a tour of the west side parks 
and of LAncoln park in an automobile. 


Hoyne Gets 10,000 Signatures. 

Maclay Hoyne, democratic candidate for 
nomination as state's attorney, has received 
more than 10,000 signatures to his petitions 
for a place on the primary ballot: Most of 
the petitions were returned during the day 
by precinct captains and judges and clerks 
of election who had been enlisted in his serv- 
ice. 

If Speaker Edward D. Shurtleff decides to 
run for the state senate from the Eighth 
senatorial district he will find an opponent 
for the republican nomination in A. J. Olson. 


HEAVY GUARD FOR DELEGATES. 


Council Makes Additional Arrange- 
ments for Detective Service During 
| the Convention. 


For the protection: of republican national 
delegates who may bring their pocketbooks 
with them, the.city council finance committee 
has given Chief, Shippy an additional ap- 
propriation of $1,000, most of which will be 
spent in paying the expenses of detectives 
brought here from other cities. .

Illinois Senator Selected as Head 
of Resolutions Committee. 


LODGE .TO BE CHAIRMAN. 


All Factions Agree on Him to Preside 
Over Convention. 


Washington, D. C., May 29.—[Special.)— 
After talking it over. some of the republican 
leaders here have decided upon the selection 
of Senator Albert J. Hopkins of Illinois for 
chairmanship of the committee on resolu- 
tions of the republican national! convention. 
Representatives of all the candidates for the 
presidential nomination have agreed to this 
sélection, although the suggestion of Mr. 
Hopkins’ name was not entirely agreeable to 
The chairman 
of the resolutions committee is always a per- 
son of great importance in the national con- 
yention, as that committee drafts the plgt- 
form. The desire of Presidert Roosevelt to 
have the platform thie year embody an in- 
dorsement of all his policies gives the selec- 
tion of chairman of the resolutions commit- 
tee a decided significance. 


Administration Wanted Warner. 


When it was suggested first that Senator 
Hopkins should be chosen as chairman of 
the resolutions committee there were rumors 
of dissent in the administration camp. It 
was alleged that Mr. Hopkine had shown a 
Cispositior to work with the conservative 
clement in the senate and had failed to throw 
up hie hat and hurrah for everything the 
president had asked for in the way of legis- 
lation. The outcome of these murmurings 
was a suggestion that Senator Willam War- 
ner of Missouri be made chairman of the 
resolutions committee. Of his loyalty to the 
administration there was no doubt. It is 
true there was some uncertainty among his 
backers as to his ability to do the chairman's 
work in a satisfactory manner, but this was 
outweighed in their opinion by several con- 
siGerations, among them that it would be 
a good thing politically to give prominence 
to a state which had left the solid south, and 
that it was simple justice to reward a man 
who had never disobeyed an order from the 
White house. 


Burton the Original Selection. 


But Mr. Warner's qualifications were not 
sufficient to carry him through, and the ad- 
ministration has assented to the selection 
of Mr. Hopkins. The administration's orig- 
inal preference was for Representative Theo- 
dore EB. Burton of Ohio. Mr. Taft, however, 
wants Mr. Burton to make the speech nomt- 
nating Mr. Taft, and that took Mr. Burton's 
name off the list of those considered for 
chairmanship of the platform committee. 

The program for the management of the 
convention has been arranged in nearly every 
detail. Senator Julius Caesar Burrows of 
Michigan will be the temporary chairman. 
In spite of dissatisfaction at the White house 
over the selection. of Mr. Burrows, Mr. Taft 
has aceepted him with open arms. Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts is to 
be the permanent chairman. Everybody 
agreed to that, even the conservative lead- 
ers. As the president’s closest friend in 
public Ife and the consistent supporter of 
Mr. Taft's candidacy, Mr. Lodge's selection 
was gratifying to the administration, while 
the conservatives express confidence that in 
spite of his love for;Mr. Roosevelt he will use 
his power as presiding officer to suppress any 
attempt to stampede the convention for the 
president’s nomination. 


All Want to Run Campaign. 


A good deal of coquetting is going on in 
regard to the chairmanship of-the national 
committee. Unless the committee itself 
carries out the desire of some of its members 
to elect the chairman from among its own 
membership without regard to the wishes of 
the presidential nominee, anybody selected 
by the nominee will be placed at the head of 
the organization and will conduct the man- 
agement of the campdign. The Roosevelt- 
Taft faction, assuming in advance that Mr. 
Taft will be the choice, is looking for a cam- 
paign manager. Wints that he would be ac- 
ceptable have been conveyed to Senator 
Murray Crane of Massachusetts in spite of 
the fact that Mr. Crane has not shown any 
enthusiasm over the Taft candidacy. It is 
said that President Roosevelt believes that 
Mr. Crane is the right man for the place, 
but that Mr. Taft looks with kindly eyes on 
Charies H. Brooker, national committeeman 
from Connecticut. 

Postmaster General George Von Meyer 
would be acceptable both to the president 
and Mr. Taft. Charles R. Taft prefers_Ar- 
thur I. Vorys, Ohio, for Taft's manager. 
Frank H. Hitchcock> egstern manager of the 
Taft boom, is said to expect the place, but 
nothing has appeared to show that he is 
likely to be selected. 


To Represent Democrats. 


New York, May 20.—Former Judge Alton 
B. Parker will be chairman of the commit- 
tee on resolutions of the democratic national 
convention this year, according to a state- 
ment made today at Tammany hall. . 

It. was stated that Mr. Parker has been re- 
quested to write a platform to be submitted 
to the convention. Mr. Bryan is said to have 
given his consent to the choice of Mr. Parker 
as chairman of the resolutions committee. 

A telegram from Mr. Bryan from Verdel, 
Neb., where he spoke today, however, said 
that he had not diseussed the chairmanship. 


WANTS TO BE STATE’S ATTORNEY 


P. H. O'Donnell to Run for the Office 
on Parole Law Repeal 
Platform. 


Another opponent of the present parole law 
came to the front yesterday, and he says that 
he proposes to do more than talk about It. 

He is Patrick H. O’Donnell, and he ex- 
pressed the intention of becoming a candi- 
date for state’s attorney, of making the re- 
peal of the Jaw an issue in his campaign, of 
winning the election, and of having the law 
repealed. 

“Many years ago,’ said Mr. O'Donnell, 
“when Chicago was about half the size it 
is now, the number of criminals annually sent 
to Joliet was about 500. Now it is about 
850, and we have over twice the number of 
judges and several times the number of 
state’s attorneys working to clear the docket. 
This is. because the present system encour- 
ages every man to fight to the bitterend. He 
gains no advantage by pleading guilty.

he was goed for anywhere from twelve to 
twenty-four hours. 

It was long after midnight when the wise 
men in the senate put their heade together 
and succeeded in putting a stop to the fre- 
quent calls of the senate to determine wheth- 
er a quorum waspresent. They went back to 
1897, when Dave Hill of New’ York made a 
point of order which was sustained at that 
time by the presiding officer, and is appar- 
ently binding on the senate. It was held then 
that a call for a quorum could not be re- 
peated unless some actual business had in- 
tervened meanwhile. Vice President Fair- 
banks upheld this decision, but of course re- 
ferred it to the senate, as is the custom in 
that body whenever a debatable point of order 
te raised. 


. Democrats Decline to Vote. 

Several democratic senators declined to 
vote, apparently with the purpose of breaking 
the quorum, and it required the production 
of another old rule to show they were com- 
pelled to vote if they were in the chanibér. 

The point of order which required Mr. La 
Follette to continue his filibuster without the 
grateful intermission of a call of the senate 
was sustained by a vote of 50 to 5, and as 1) 
o'clock wore around with the Wisconsin 
senator pounding wearily away, the repub- 
licans believed they could see the beginning 
of the end in spite of disquieting rumors that 
Jeff Davis of Arkanéas was speeding back 
to Washington as fast as steam could carry 
him with blood in his eye and indefinite 
vocabulary in his throat. 

Having succeeded in shutting off the roll 
calls, the republicans supposed that Mr. La 
Follette would give up the fight. Instead of 
that, he refused the assistance of Senator 
Stone, who had reached the capitol after mid- 
night, and proceeded alone to hold the floor 
in spite of the fact that the republicans were 
now able, under the midnight rule, to sneak 
off to the cloakroom for naps and lunches. 

This was the situation when the sun came 
up, with the prospect that La Follette will 
wind up tn an hour or two, after which he is 
likely to be “‘spelled’’ by Senator Stone, 
Jeff Davis of Arkansas, or one of the few 
democrats who are willing to go on record as 
embarrassing the passage of the currency 
bill. 


Vote Today Seems Certain. 

That a vote will be had during the day 
seems almost certain. The democrats have 
beenheld here because of the holding up in the 
house of the report on.the public building 
bifll tm which “they are all personally in- 
terested. Besides that they are all anxious 
to get away ard have agreed among théem- 
selves that they: cannot afford) to gu’ before 
the country with the record of having pre- 
vented legislation of this kind. 

Mr. La Follette is not worried about his 
record, and gaid he was perfectly willing to 
go back to his people in Wisconsin and tell 
them how he had stood out against the entire 
republican strength of the senate to defeat 
a bill he believed to be bad in principle. 

It was a magnificent exhibition of phyS#ical 
endurance which Senator La Follette gave 
to the senate. It was foolish and futile, but it 
was none the less a remarkable demonstra- 
tion of the physical capacity of ar ill man 
when nerved to the utmost. It was magnifi- 
cent, buf it was not statesmanship, and 
it will hardly help h!m in the days when his 
political history comes to be written by im- 
partial critics. 


Recalls Fight for Bryan. 

Nothing like it has been seen since that 
memorable last night of the St. Louis conven- 
tion four years ago, when William Jennings 
Bryan defied his doctors and left his sick bed 
to make his final protest against the nomina- 
tion of Alton B. Parker. , 

Every one expected Bryan to drop down itn 
the sight of the great multitude, and tonight 
every time “‘ Little Bob ” halted in his speech 
or fumbled for a word, ag he frequently did, 
the old heads in the senate sat up and 
watched him with intense earnestness, while 
the white gowned women in the gallery 
craned their necks forward and looked anxi- 
ously for a catastrophe, which every one felt 
must surely come. 

It wes a forlorn hope from the start. He 
knew beyond the poseibility of a doubt that 
the currency bil! would be paseed sooner 
or later. 

Under a Tremendous Strain, 

During the whole of the evening session 
after the lights were lit, it was evident to 
any one that Senator La Follette was under- 
going a tremendous physical etrain. 

The rules of the senate require that every 
member must do his own talking. He is not 
permitted to speak a little while and then 
have long extracts read by ope of the sec- 
retaries. He must stand on his feet and 
talk, and if after a reasonable time he stops 
talking, another senator is entitled to the 
floor. 

Thie rule bore hard upon “ Little Bob.” 
As the time wore on toward midnight he gave 
greater and greater evidence of complete 
physical exhaustion. He talked with his eye- 
lida almost closed. At times his voice dropped 
to a whieper and he could scarcely be heard 
half a dosen seats away, while to the gal- 
leries hie remarks were entirely inaudbic. 

Then he wold recover himself, take a sip 
of water or some of the milk and egg which 
was prepared for him by one of his vigilant 
secretaries. Quite unexpectedly he would,re- 
cover his voice and it would ring owt through 
the whole chamber so that every one could 
hear even the faintest intonation. 

Every word cost an effort. At times he 
swayed backward and forward aa if he were 
about to give up entirely. He sat constantly 
on the arm of his chair, having apologized to 
the senate early in the day for this attktude 


Call for the Republicans. 


In order to kéep a quorum it is necessary 
to have as many senators here as possible so 
that they can take turne doing guard duty 
in the senate chamber. Some of the older 
men cannot stand the strain of a long ses- 
sion. They must have sieep.and more or less 
reguiar meals, and a considerable amount 
of rest. The result is that telegrams and 
long distance calle have been sent out eum- 
moning every republican back to Waeshing- 
ton. 
With the exception of Stone, Gore, and one 
or two others, the democrats heve been co- 
operating heartily with the republicans, They 
have been helping to maintain the quorum 
and say they will continue to do so until Le 
Follette and his allies are tired out and a vote 
is reached. 

Then the democrats will vote solid! 
against the Vreeland-Aldrich bill, but it wi 
be passed by a large majority.

ACCEPTS CHICAGO BOY'S PLAY 


Mrs. Fiske to Produce Drama by 
Edward. Brewster. Sheldon. 


HE IS A HARVARD STUDENT. 


Has Written Several ‘Pieces as Side 
Issue to His Studies. 


The reputation of Chicago as a literary cen- 
ter has received another vindication at the 
hands of one of its young men—this time a 
Harverd undergraduate. 

Edward Brewster Sheldon, @ son of Mrs. 
Theodore Sheldon, 88 Bellevue place, and a 
member of the class of 1908 at the eastern 
inetitution, is the man. Wofd has just been 
received in Chicago that Mrs, Minnie Mad- 
dern Fiske has accepted. a play written by 
Mr. Sheidon in the intervals of his collegiate 
work and will use it in opening her season in 
September in New York. 

The title and nature of the play are with- 
held by Mrs. Fiske, probably for business 
reasons. It {ts said, however, to be a study 
of contemporary American life centering 
about a feminine character, particularly well 
adapted to Mrs. Fiske’s complex dramatic 
art. As a role conceived by a young Amer- 
lcan student and interpreted, by one of the 
most experienced and finished of American 
actresses, the play is being awaited with 
more than the usual amount of Interest. 

During his college career young Sheldon 
has been closely identified with things lit- 
erary at Harvard, and as a member of the 
Harvard Cercle Francais when it figured 
prominently in the Americar welcome given 
to Sarah Bernhardt, has become more or less 
widely known in theatrical circles. 


Author of Several Plays. 


The play accepted by Mrs. Fiske is one 
of several which he nas written as a sort of 
‘side issue’’ during his course at Harvard. 
In his efforts to secure a reading of the play 
young Sheldon experienced few of the tra- 
ditional difficulties encountered by young 
dramatists. The play was suggested to Mrs. 
Fiske by an acquaintance who was familiar 
with Mr. Sheldon’s work, and after one read- 
ing the actress declared it to be “ just the 
thing ’’ for her new vehicle to be used next 
season. 

It is an {illustrious company that the young 
collegian has entered. With Ibsen as his 
immediate predecessor in Mrs. Fiske's reper- 
tory—‘‘ Rogemersholm "’ was ner play this 
season—and such charactérigations as Hénry 
V. Esmond's “‘ Becky Sharp "’ to forma basis 
for comperison, Mr. Sheldon as a dramatist 
will be subjected to the severest criticism, 
and, by the same token, seems to be in for 
a remarkable triumph. But his success has 
not deflected him from his purpose at Har- 
vard. He ts work!ng for the degree of mas- 
ter of arts in the department of English, and 
he will continue his university work until 


he gets It. 
President of Dramatic Club. 

Mr. Sheldon is president of the Harvard 
Dramatic club and a member of the Stylus, 
Signet, and Hasty Pudding clubs. He was, 
at one time, president of the Harvard Advo- 
cate, and has been a frequent contributor to 
the Harvard Monthly. 


HUNG JURY IN ARP SPONGE SUIT 


Doctors Charged with Leaving Sponge 
in Patient After Operation, Caus- 
ing Fatal Abscess. 


Davenport. Ia., May 29.—[Special.}—After 
being out forty-eight hours the jury in the 
Arp sponge case, wherein Mrs. Annie Arp 
asked damages of $50.000 from Dr, A. L.

Advance in Prices Would 
Have Been Justified, Ac- 

cording to Testimony. 


HEARING TO END TONIGHT 
Witnesses Give Important Evi- 
dence in Kansas Suit Against 

_. Harvester Company. /

“The International Harvester company 
hae not raised the price of harvesting ma- 
chinery to the farmers of Kansas, but it 
would be justified in so doing.” This was 
the substance of the testimony offered by the 
corporation yesterday in the hearing before 
Special Commissioner Ganse of the suit to 
prohibit the corporation from doing business 
in Kansas. 

Through the heads of ite purchasing, ex- 
perimental, and manufacturing departments 
the company got into the records for the con- 
sideration of the Supreme court of Kansas 
these points: 

Bince the combination of 1002 labor hes ad- 
vanced in cost 16.8 per cent. 

All faw materials for the machines have e4- | 
vanced in price. 

Patents have expired so 
sires: can copy the machines. 

New devices and tests constantly are being used 
to make the machines more durable. 

“In view of the statements of these wit- 
nesses,” said Attorney Harle W. Evanse, 
who represents the defendant corporation, 
“‘we would have been justified almost any 
year since the formation of the combination 
to increase the price of the machines, as 
they were costing us more. We haves 


any one who de- 


chinery companies selling in the state have 
done so.”’ 


; Tella of Increased Cost. , 


H. B. Utley, manager of the purchasing 
department of the International Harvester 
company, testified that the Inorease in the 
cost of materials in the years 1002 to 1906 
was as follows: 

Foundry iron, 21 per cent; pig iron, 10 per 
cent; steel, 28 per cent; lumber, 44 per cent; 
hardwood, 43 per cent; crating iumber, 16 
per cent; cotton ducking, 27 per cent; coke, 
15 per cent; paints, oils, and varnish. 17 per 
cent; miscellaneous, 14 per cent. 

On cross examination the witness admit- 
ted that the company owned the Wisconsin 
Steel company, and that it obtained a large 
amount of lumber from another subsidiary 
corporation known as the Wisconsin Lum- 
ber company. He said that the market price 
always was paid for steel, but that the 
lumber price was fixed arbitrarily. 

John G. Wood, manager for the western 
works of the company, testified that wages 
had increased 16.8 per cent over 1901. This 
included all mechanicai labor. It was his 
opinion that the efficiency of the labor might 
have decreased. 


Pay Big Sums for Tests. 


Maurice Kane, superintendent of the ex- 
perimental department, told of the numerous 
methods constantly being adopted to test 
the durability of machines and increase the 
value of parts. The cost of maintaining this 
department, he said, was from 8800,000 to 
$250,000 a year. 

‘“‘Are there any outstanding patents on 
binders?’ asked Mr. Evans. 

** Not of any great importance.”’ 

** Are they of sufficient importance to pre- 
vent any one from producing them in se ma- 
chine? ’’ 3 

“T think you could produce as good « ma- 
chine and evade the patents.” 

On cross examination Attorney General. 
Jackson attempted to bring out that when 
the combination was entered into the in- 
venting department went out of business, 
confident that better machines could not: 
be made. Mr. Kane declared that he al- 
ways was ready to consider new schemes, 
and that he thought the harvesting ma- 
chinery could and would be improved year 
after year. i 

Improvements in Machines. 

Christopher Borg, superintencent of the 
Deering works, described in detai] the im- 
provements and changes in the machines 
since 1902. 

After 1902, he said, a new machine was put 
on the market, better in many ways than tbe 
old ones. He eald it cost more to get this 
machine out, as labor and materials were 
higher. The efficiency of labor was impaired 
by the great demand. he said. Given the 
same number of men at the same kind of 
work, they would do better and more work 
lp 1902 than they would in 1908.

The 
negro got his gold watch and chain, Miller 
took his scarfpin, and Lewis got his roll, 
about $650 or $60. I didn't get anything. I 
was frightened and ran. 

“I turned and saw the other three running 
south in the alley where they dragged him. 
I went to Wabash avenue and then turned 
down Monroe and loafed around until the 
morning papers came out, when I bought 
twenty-five and sold them.”

Agree to Buy Launch. 
Mr: Swanson was affable, but he admits | 
that he didn’t have anything on the “ yel- 
low kid” and his partner, " Kid” Levin. 
They agreed to buy the launch for $1,500, and 
then in a roundabout way the conversation 
turned upon horse racing. 
The “yellow kid” had given his card to 
Mr. Swanson and the latter was fumbling it 
on the desk. 
“You must have heard of me, haven't 
you?” asked Weil, drawing a newpaper clip- 
ping from his pocket. “Joseph Weil, the 
great plunger and horse owner. Why, I'm 
known on every racetrack in this country 
and Europe.” 
The newspaper clipping—which was a fake 
—was then handed to Mr. Swanson to read. 
It told of Weil winning $50,000 on a race at 
New Orleans. some time ago.

MUM ON CHURCH DISCIPLINE. 


Delegates May Not Debate. Dancing. 
Theater, and Cards.

Baltimore, Md., May 29.—[Special.)— 
Whether women shall be licensed as preach- 
ers im Methodist pulpits is a question now 
before the general conference here. 

The question causes new trouble for the 
Rev. Dr. J. M. Buckley, who is famous as 
a champion of men for men’s work. The 
youthful Oklahoma conference has memorial- 
ized the general conference to license women 
as preachers an& a committee has recom- 
mended that they be recognized as “ local 
préachers.”"’ If the matter gets before the 
conference Dr. Buckley will lead a strong 
fight agaimst this much of a concession. 


May Not Debate Discipline. 

Section 248 of the Methodist discipline 
may not be discussed by the conference, ac- 
cording to a report now generally accepted. 
The much mooted amusement question, it is 
understood will nat be reported out of the 
committee on the state of the church, and no 
action will be taken on the advice of the 
bishops to eliminate certain features of the 
famous paragraph. 

The committee on state of the church has 
asked the cofiference to take action for more 
rigid divorce laws and for a stronger senti- 
ment within the church itself against di- 
voree. The resolution aske the state legisia- 
ture for moré rigid laws on divorce and calls 
on congress to page a national statute onthe 
subject. 


No Signs on Church Property. 

An odd feature of the report from this 
committee was a recommendation againet 
use of the church's property for sign boards.

GERMANS DENIED A NEW SYNOD. 


Presbyterians Defer Action on Request 
of Independent Presbyteries in 
Middle West States. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 20.—German speak- 
ing Presbyterians of the middle west made a 
third futile attempt today to have their 
churches incorporated into three independent 
presbyteries.-The action on this question and 
the selection of Denver as the place of meet- 
ing for the next year were the two vital de- 
velopments of yesterday's sessions of the 
general assembly, which will adjourn to6- 
morrow at noon.

Ex-Official of United States and 
Two Others Named by 
Grand Juries. 


New York, May 29.—[{Special.]—As a re- 
guit of the “cotton leak scandal’ three 
ago, federal grand juries if Washing- 


to ind this city returned indictments today 
ag st Theodore H. Price, considered thé 
mo. prominent cotton operator in the New 


Yor market since the days of John Inman. 
Tu indictments were found in each dis- 
trict »n substantially the same subject mat- 
ter. One of them charges Price with con- 
gpiracy to obtain advance information of 
government cotton reports. The other ac- 
euses him of bribing Edwin 8. Holmes Jr., 
assistant statistician in the crop reporting 
bureau of the department of agriculture, to 
supply the advance information. 

’ In Washington indictments also were found 

t Moses Haas, Frederick A. Peck- 

ham, and E. 8. Holmes Jr. Haas and Peck- 
ham were indicted in 1905 in connection with 
the scandal, the indictment being found in 
Washington, but their removel to Washing- 
ton for trial was successfully contested by 
their counsel on the ground that the facts 
charged in the indictment did not consti- 
tute a crime. Holmes was indicted in 1906 
and tried last year, the jury disagreeing. 


Three Others Indicted in New York. 


The grand jury in this city today indicted 
three persons in addition to Mr. Price. Bench 
warrants were issued against them, but their 
identity was withheld pending service of the 
warrants. 

As soon as he was informed of his indict- 
ment, Price appeared before Judge Hough 
in the United States District court with his 
counsel, John D. Lindsay. He pleaded not 
guilty with leave to withdraw the plea or 
move to quash, June 19 being fixed as the 
date for such a motion. 

Judge Hough fixed the bond at $5,000 on one 
of the indictments and released Price in cus- 
tedy of his counsel! on the other. Bail was 
furnished by the American Surety com- 


pany. ’ 

The indictments against Price and the new 
indictments against Haas, Holmes, and Peck- 
ham are understood to be based on much new 
evidence obtained by the government in re- 
ent months. Particularly in this city, gov- 
ernment agents are reported to have obtained 
@mch testimony not available at the time 
ef the Holmes mistrial. 


Price Blames “Exchange Ring.” 


The following statement was given out 
at Price's office: 

“Theodore H. Price says in regard to the 
indictment handed down in: the so-called 
*eotton leak’ case that while an indictment 
ie an exceedingly disagreeable experience 
to undergo, it is an accusatioin and not a 
proof. He is aware that the government has 
considered it necessary to take this action 
before the matter became outlawed June 3 
or thereabouts. 

“Mr. Price says that since he brought.an 
jajunction suit against the New York cotton 
exchange a year ago the dominant ring in 
We exchange, his declared enemies, has 
moved every influence it could command to 
injure and cripple him and has fostered the 
present craze for indictments, and especially 
inictments of Wall street men.

BARI, Italy, May 29.—Paulo Nikolaus, ar- 
rested here for vagrancy two weeks ago, 
has confessed to being an anarchist, pledged 
to kill a high personage of the German 
imperial court, who was expected here with 
Emperor Wilhelm on hig trip to Corfu. 
It is believed the emperor himself was the 
intended victim. 

German Officials Notified, 
Nikolaus is 25 years old, and a mechanic 
of Charlottenburg. Prussia. The German 
consular authorit. 1: were notified of his ar- 
rest, and told the police to hold the man 
until it was possible for them to ascertain 
the reason for his presence in Italy. Be- 
coming tired of waiting longer in prison, 
Nikolaus confessed the purpose of his coming 
here from Berlin in April. 


Balked by Change of Plans. 
From Berlin, Nikolaus said, he was accom- 
panied by a companion, who, however, left 
him at Ravenna. It was known that Em- 
peror William proposed to visit Apulia, an 
encient division of southeastern Italy, bor- 
dering on the Adriatic, and of which Bari 
is a province, and Nikolaus came here in 
order to carry out his plan. Weekes passed, 
and his money became exhausted.

Honored with Banquet in 
Berlin.

BERLIN. May 29.—A tastefully arranged 
farewell dinner to Charlemagne Tower, the 
retiring American ambassador, at the Hotel 
Adion today, was attended by about 100 
guests, a comparatively small number com- 
pared with the company that attended the 
banquet given Andrew D. White when he 
retired from the ambassadorship. 

Elmer Roberts, vice president of the As- 
sociation of Commerce and Trade, which 
organization Initiated the dinner, occupied 
the chair in the absence in America of the 
president, Herr Hessenberg. Prince von 
Fiess toasted the guest of the evening. Mr. 
Tower in reply, after paying some well de- 
served compliments, said in English that 
looking back on all that had occurred since 
1902, he could not think of any question 
arising between the United States and Ger- 
many of a disturbing or disappointing na- 
ture. This was due to the conciliatory at- 
titude and never failing willingness to oblige 
displayed by the German authorities. 

Mr. Tower praised the fine characteristics 
of the German nation and the people, who 
are striving for high national ideals. They 
are, he said, regardful of the sanctity of 
the home, the administration of justice, and 
a popular university elucation. Two things 
he thought particularly worthy of imita- 
tion by America—namely;: the unfailing 
maintenance of public: order and the thor- 
ougihness which the German applied to every 
task. No allusion to Dr. David J. Hill, his 
successor, was made by Mr. Tower.

SIGNS AGREEMENT TODAY? 


Politician Sweetheart Without a Love, 
Even Though Divorced. 


Following Judge McEwen’'s decree sever- 
ing the marital ties of James) F. Stepina and 
Anna M. Stepina, his wife, yesterday, the 
wronged husband instructed his lawyers, 
Mason & Wyman, to draw up an agreement 
which will prevent the marriage of Mrs, 
Stepina to Frank Wenter, the man who 
wrecked her home. 

This remarkable paper will be sent to Mrs. 
Stepina’s home for her signature today, but 
there is no doubt about her signing it, accord- 
ing to the attorneys, as she has promised 
her husband's attorneys over the telephone 
that she would do so. By the contract 
Stepina will pay Mrs. Stepina a monthly al- 
lowance of $250 so long as she keeps away 
from Wenter. 

The agreement is to become void in ths 
event of her being seen with the man whom 
Stepina despises.

MICHIGAN AND YALE SLUMP. 


Dartmouth, on the Other Hand, Makes 
an Unsuspected Display at Meet. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 29.—[Special.}—The 
smashing of two intercollegiate records, the 
equaling of a world mark, and the virtual 
elimination of Michigan and Yale as cham- 
pionship possibilities were the features of the 
thirty-third intercollegiate track and field 
championship on Franklin field today. 

As @ result of the trials, which were held in 
all events save the mile and two mile runs, 
Penn and Cornell tonight present the strongest 
claims to first honors. Penn's wonderful corps of 
sprinters and three unexpectedly strong half milers 
give promise of a good point total for Penn. Cor- 
nell placed strong men in the hammer throw, pole 
vauk, broad jump, and hurdles, and has yet to 
call on the great reserve force of its milers and two 
milers. 

Michigan, which is conceded the half mile, mile, 
and two mile, made an otherwise weak showing, 
qualifying virtually no extra men. Yale's strength 
lies in the pole vault alone, in which it qualified 
four men. In the other events it fell flat. 


Dartmouth Unexpectedly Strong. 


Little Dartmouth showed wonderful strength and 
the possibility of 15 or ‘18 points. 

The first record to fall was in the 120 yard high 
hurdles. Shaw of Dartmouth sped over the ob- 
stacles in 15 1-5 seconds, clipping 1-5 of a second 
from the intercollegiate record of nine years’ 
standing and equaling the -world’s record of 
Kraenzlein. The track was measured and found 
faultless and the record awarded. 

In the pole vault three Yale men, Dray, Gilbert, 
and Nelson, and Cook of Cornell tied for first with 
12 feet, each being % of an inch above the inter- 
collegiate record.

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CAPT. SARGENT’S EXHAUSTIVE 
HISTORY OF THE SANTI- 
AGO CAMPAIGN. 


While Painstaking in Execution 
It Is Not Without the Taint of 


Partiality at Times. 


HE CAMPAIGN OF SANTIAGO 
DE CUBA,” by Capt. Herbert H. 
Sargent, U. 8. A., must necessarily 
command wide and careful atten- 
tention. Not merely for the reason 
tt is the first serious attempt that has been 
made to provide a reliable history of the 
Spanish-American war. Its most insistent 
claim to recognition Mes in the reputation of 
its author as a military critic and historian. 
Every one who is interested in the technical 
aspeet of war is familiar with Capt. Sar- 
gent’s exhaustive studies of Napoleon's 
Italian campaigns. These excellent books, 
of immense value to students of tactics, are 
packed full of impartial analyses and care- 
fully weighed judgments and comments. In 
them the judicial spirit of the historian is 
pretminent. Ohe cannot recall, from 4 care~ 
ful reading of both works, a single instance 
of intemperate praise or detraction. This 
Gefinite promise naturally created high an- 
ticipations of an authoritative work on the 
Cuban campaign from Capt. Sargent. His 
opportunities for observing the operations, 
while not perfect for the purposes of the his- 
torian, were good. During the brief war he 
commanded a regiment of infantry volun- 
teers in Cuba, and he has since been given 
every possible aid by the war department 
and by Spanish miktary officials in gather- 
ing documentary and statistical material. 
But the result does not fully realize the 
hopes inspired by the premises. All the 
facts and figures are marshaled forth with 
precision, the narrative moves briskly elong 
generally correct lines, the crisp critical 
comment subjoined to each chapter drives 
home many lessons worth the learning, and 
the final summarization of the study is a 
mine rich in suggestion and professional in- 
formation. There is no lack of evidence of 
infinitely painstaking effort; the three vol- 
umes are crammed with apt citations from 
@ multitude of sources, and for reference 
purposes a handier book scarcely could be 
devised. But the story is told with somie 
fear and not a little favor. A fact or two 
is suppressed, one side of a controversy: Is 
Individual overpraise is frequént. 
Concerning some persons who deserve a 
‘word or more of censure there is practically 
nothing at all. In few words, partiality 
creeps in again and again, as it always has 
and always will in contemporaneously writ- 
ten history. Too short a span of years—too 
green memories of participation in the fight- 
ing—too strong influences bearing upon a 
soldier in our regular service—perhaps these 
have prevented the author from judging 
coolly and making out a good case in favor of 
an army and navy of largely increased size 
and augmented efficiency. Many of his ar- 
guments to this end are invincible, yet in 
the aggregate they are weakened by pal- 
pable favoritism in individual judgments, 
an occasional but glaring omission, and a 
tendency to truckle a trifle to the powers 
that be. 

In his survey of the causes that led up to 
the struggle Capt. Sargent says plainly that 
not only the blowing up of the Maine neces- 
sitated the war but that “the American 
people and their representatives in congress 
believed that Spanish officials were re- 
sponsible for the destruction of the Maine, 
and they were determined that Spain should 
atone for the act and that her rule in Cuba 
should end.” This ig a palatable morsel for 
the jingoes—so sweet, indeed, that one ex- 
pects to find a sop thrown to the opposing 
faction. There is no mention, however, of 
the efforts made for peace; nor is there even 
an allusion to the suppression of the dispatch 
from the Spanish government, received on 
the eve of war, which granted every demand 
made upon Spain up to that time. To the 
military student this does not matter. His 
desire is to read of war—of its effects, not 
of its causes. But while the book is primari- 
ly designed for and is most valuable to those 
belonging to the profession of arms, lay 
readers in plenty will seek it out; and lay 
readers, as a rule, consider the cause no less 
than the effect. It is not well that these 
laymen should be discouraged and that their 
confidence should be seriously impaired if 
not destroyed at the outset. Capt. Sargent 
pleads with the inspired earnestness of a 
tractarian for a bigger army, a bigger navy, 
@ modern armament, an ample reserve of 
soldier and sailor fighting tools and clothes 
and equipment for field and garrison and sea. 
With trenchant pen he depicts the dangers 
of our chronic unpreparedness for war. A

~~. splendid advocate is he in his self-imposed 


task of obtaining the fulfillment of the needs 
of our army and navy. It is a pity that he 
has weakened his case by admitting par- 
tiality to the place from which it should be 
rigidly excluded. 


To the patriotic American, proud of the 
achievements of our regular and volunteer 


soldiers and sailors, Capt. Sargent’s deduc-, 


tions will be pleasing. He finds that nearly 
all the strategic errors of the war were com- 
mitted by the Spaniards. It would have been 
vastly different, he holds, had the Spanish 
admitted to themselves the crippled condi- 
tion of their navy and stationed Cervera’s 
fleet at the Canaries, using it merely as a 
menace to our seaboard, and then concen- 
trated their energies on a land campaign in 
Cuba. This plan, carried out with wisdom 
and good leadership, would have forced the 
United States to transport a large army 
and engage in a long and costly war. Again, 
conditions would have been greatly changed, 
he points out, if Gen. Linares had concen- 
trated his 30,000 men to attack our little 
invading force of 17,000 while they were dis- 
embarking in the rough surf. Here was a 
chance effectually to repel Shafter’s army 
and prolong resistance for many months. 
But “the most marvelous incompetency in 
strategy and generalship was everywhere 


manifested by the Spanish commander.” 
And there were other opportunities, no less 
obvious or advantageous, which our enemies 
overlooked: 

“ Even with the situation as it was when 
the Fifth corps landed, if Ldnares had 
brought his available troops on the battle- 
field of Las Guasimas, and had there main- 
tained his position on the defensive until 
the arrival of Escario’s column, then, after 
waiting a little longer for the fever to do 
its deadly work, had taken the offensive 
against the Americans, Shafter’s army 
would have been almost certainly defeated 
and captured. The only thing that was 
lacking on the Spanish side to have caused 
a prolonged and costly war, involving mil- 
lions of American dollars and the sacrifice 
of thousands of American lives, was & 
soldier—one able Spanish general.” 

Which, in view of the present state of our 
navy and the weakness of our coast de- 
fenses, is a warning, indeed. Again one 
voices the regret that such an earnest and 
convincing advocate should weaken his case 
by describing Secretary Alger as “ effi- 
cient ’’; Gen. Corbin as the “ greatest staff 
officer this country has ever known °’; Gen. 
Shafter as a “ blunt, brave soldier,” heving 
“indomitable, rugged courage,” “ firm, un- 
tiring, decided,” and “ successful because 
he had a clear comprehension of the prin- 
ciples of war.” There is no word of criti- 
cism on Gen. Shafter’s dispatch of July 38, 
as inexcusable as it is famous: “Iam se 
riously considering withdrawing about five 
miles.” He admits, however, that Shafter 
committed a strategic error in detaching 
Lawton’s division to take HE] Caney, because 
Lawton and Chaffee assured him that i 
would need only a couple of hours to reduce 
that place, notwithstanding that necessity 
demanded the keeping intact of Shafter’s 
force, while a regiment, with one or two 
batteries, could have captured El Caney. 
And he candidly points out several tactical 
blunders in the face of the enemy. Greatest 
of all the mistakes made by our forces, ac- 
cording to Capt. Sargent, was the raising 
of the American balloon and moving it 
along the road which our forces were fol- 
lowing to San Juan. Citations attesting the 
correctness of this view have been drawn 
from Gen. A. W. Greeley, chief of the signal 
corps, and Richard Harding Davis, the emi- 
nent military critic. But Lieut. Col. Derby, 
the able engineer officer responsible for the 
raising of the balloon, seems to have been 
forgotten. His side of the case is not pre- 
sented. As a rule, however, Capt. Sargent’s 
paragraphs of comment at the ends of chap- 
ters are excellent crystallizations of tactical 
wisdom.

“THE NUN” (Scribner’s), a translation 
from the French of René Bazin of the French 
academy, is the story of five nuns driven 
forth into the world by the recent law affect- 
ing convents in France. 


The author's style is simple and charming, , 


but as for the narrative it can hardly be ex- 
pected that the sympathy or enthusiasm 
shall be enkindled by the annals of Pascale, 
the heroine. In this prosaic age, when our 
girls are urged to face life sensibly and 
squarely, we have little time for the heroine 
who, not strong enough to remain in the 
world, with its temptations, must flee to the 
convent, there to nurture her negativenesa 
and render her fate the more pitiable when 
freedom is forced upon her. 

Perhaps to this French author her sad fate 
seemed sadder by reason of those years in 
the nunnery, but to the reader the effect is 
transient—not at all the kind evoked by flesh 
and blood heroines, but the kind felt in pass- 
ing by a statue or painting, pleasing but not 
designed to stay one’s steps. 

It may be called a pretty piece of work 
while one fruitlessly searches for the finger- 
marks of the master. 


Italy, like all the important truths, must be 
made to enter in at lowly doors. Dorothy 
Neville Lees kept this in mind in writ- 
ing “TUSCAN FEASTS AND TUSCAN 
FRIENDS” (Dodd, Mead & Co.), and has 
made a veritable gift to children in setting 
before them the local life of Tuscany, its 
feasts, ceremonies, and quaint far off cus- 
toms. 

English speaking children may thus be on 
familiar terms with the playhouses, dolls, 
pets, etc., of a land they may not reach till 
adult years. In the fine illustrations they may 
visualize the olive harvest, the wayside 
shrine, the ox cart, the Tuscan fair, Tuscan 
cypresses, and thus construct from original 
materialideas of a race looked upon by the in- 
experienced English and American youth as 
peculiarly destined to crowded tenements and 
unromantic occupations. 

The adult, too, will not find the book wholly 
juvenile, but may review with pleasure many 
a fact of Italian art and Italian history deftly 
wrought with the Simple events minutely de- 
tailed by Miss Lees, who in this book reveals 
a spirit of warm sympathy with the land she 
writes of, not forgetting for a moment she is 
but a visitor and her enthusiasm and com- 
mendation are from an English point of view 
expressed in this stanza of introductory 
‘poem: 

My life is glad here in my southern home, 
seicust ? —agpeges, weave their gold through every- 
Yet ever - ae from time to time must come 


The thought of English lants and English lawns 
And birds that warble in the April dawns.

HE output of books relating to Amer- 
‘ {ean statesmen ig incessant. In some 
instances there is a pronounced 
public demand for information, In 
others the friendly interest of rele- 


‘tives ts responsible for volumes designed to 


leave for coming generations the most fa- 
vorable impressions of cherished kinsfolk. 
It is this latter influence which has prompted 
* THE WORKS OF JAMES BUCHANAN,” 
the initial volume of which has just appeared 
under the editorial supervision of John Bas- 
sett Moore. The loving thought of the lady, 
who as Miss Harriet Lane was mistress of 
the White house during her uncle's presi- 
dency, led to provision for the collection of 
writings and speeches now presented to the 
publio in attractive form. 


It was a melancholy fate which befell Bu- 


chanan, At the age of 70, just at the close of 
a long and honorable career devoted to the 
welfare of the American people, he had prob- 
lems placed before him for solution whose 
proper handling he did not understand. The 
happenings of a few months made people 
forget his faithful services as representative 
in congress, United States senator, secretary 
of state, and successful diplomat. In vain 
he published a plea in “* Buchanan’s Admin- 
istration on'the Eve of the Rebellion.” In 
vain his biographer, George Ticknor Curtis, 
elaborated this in a two volume “ Life” in 
after years. The popular verdict was that of 


failure 


But the time has come for a fairer estimate 
of his career taken as a whole. Just what 
should have been done in the crisis is no& yet 
clear to American students. At least there 
is justice in the demand that the “ works ” 
of the man be examined before the final 
judgment is pronounced. The first volume 
covers the years 1818-1830. It is prefaced 
with more than a hundred pages of closely 
printed synopsis of Buchanan's service in 
house and senate, every act being noted with 
reference to public documents where the sub- 
ject is mentioned, The rest of the volume is 
given largely to reports and speeches, the im- 
pression being clean of a design to include 
in the series every single thing which the 
man did or said during bis long and laborious 
public life. 

If the future student of American history 
wants to know about James Buchanan—and 
the history of the’ United States for many 
years cannot be understood without frequent 
consideration of matters in which he played 
a prominent part—he will have no difficulty in 
finding in this series, thus auspiciously be- 
gun, all the available material.
